OARDS FOR CHEATING. 

The 8, M. Herald has beun shown by the, 
Inspector-General of Police, Mr Fusbery, a 
pack of cards most ingeniously marked for 
the purpose of cheating. The cards were 
manufactured by the well-known maker De 
La Ruo, but after reaching Sydney. wore 
cleverly manipulated with fraudulent inte 
Thoy had originally dark rod baoks, w 
have since been ornamented profu 
gilded scroll work and foliage, which is used 
as a vehicle for tho fraud. ‘Taking the four 
suits—clubs, spades, hearts, and. diamonds 
in auccossion—it is easy to explain how the 
cards are marked. It may be adid that 
when once tho distinctive marks are pointed 
-out, thera is nothing required but practice 
and a quick eye to enable a jlayer to read 
his opponent's hand by. watching the cards 
aa they are dealt, or by inspecting the backs 
of them during tho game. “‘Thero are two 
marks on each card, one showing the suit 
to which it belongs and the other its valuc. 
Beginning according to tho order’ named 
with the. clubs, and commencing with the 
first eet vf marks, thero’ is close to cach 
corner a small curved gilt lino “sbout an 
eighth uf an inch long, surrounded by gilt 
acrolia, among which it entirely escapes no- 
tice. Every card bearing this single line in 
the corner ia: aclub. In ‘the case of the 
spadea'there are two lines curved outwards 


and joined at one end. . The hearts have a: 


third line joined to the right hand upper 
line, and the’ diamonds a’ fourth joined to 
the left hand upper line, If the reader will 
take'a leaf.of trefoil clover und look at-the 
outline of -it he will’ seo exactly how the 
lines are arranged.

A PLAN- TO- REMOVE : DERELICTS 
: FROM THE OCEAN, 

Tho N. ¥. Maritime Register has for years 
urged that maritime nations undertake the 
‘task of keoping the” occan .cloar, as far.as 
possible, of derclicts. ‘It haa pointed out 
the good, that-would follow froin this work. 
It has shown time and sgain the necessity 
for it. in tho -intorest of navigation. At 
first the ido was Inughed at, but .new it is 
admitted to be an -axcellent gue and. is 
being ondomed by maritime authorities 
everywhere, - The practicability of the work 
ig admitted and the next and final atep ts 
to carry it out, If tho Government of the 
United “States should take the work .in 
hand, it is-almost-cortain that other nations 
would join pith it and a patrol of the high- 
way'of nations bo made that would make 
navigation decidedly safer and lessen _ma-- 
twrially the number of maritime casualties. 

It ia roported that the officers of the 
Navy Department, in thus acting upon the 
suggestion so frequently mado in there 
columns, are outlining a plan by which, it 
is thought, derolicts in the track. of vessuls 
in tho’ North Atlantic will bo removed. 
This ‘plan contemplates the division of the 
North Atlautic into sections, over whieh 
tha different maritime -nations will have 
control., Each nation would order certain 
of its naval vessela te patrol its own section, 
and cither destroy any dorelicts. found 
thore, or if worth the saving and if possible 
to dy this, te take the alandoned hull into 
port. Of courage this is but a skeleton of the 
plan, which would no doubt be elaborated so 
as to mako sare that its workings would be 
beneficial, [tiahardly necessary in this article 
again to point out the dangers arising from 
derelicts upon the ocean; but the many warn- 
ings that are given about icebergs, fogs and 
other porils of ocean voyaging, apply with 
the redoubled force to tlie derelict, che 
location of which is always changing and, 
ns is very often the case, in never known 
until ran into by some vessel. 

Thoro is no reason apparently why the 
several maritime nations should not join to 
carry out thig-plan of patrolling ‘the North 
Atlantic ocean. If oar own Government 
should make.tho proposition, other nations 
would not, we believe, be backward in “a 


work of such practical bencfit. to the mart-4 


time interests of the world. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that the Navy Dopart- 
inont will snon have the plan in such shape 
that the proposition ean be made to other 
nations through the State Departwent and 
the schome go into operation at the eutlieat 
posaible moment.
